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CSU: Faculty

The Cal State University is trying to 
change the pay scale for faculty teach- 
ing summer courses, which are offered 
through the Extended Education pro- 
gram. 

Extended Education can be offered 
as online and off-campus credit degree 
programs or professional development 
certificate programs and courses. 

The CSU and the California Faculty 
Association have been negotiating over 
a new collective bargaining agreement 
for the past 22 months. 

Under the CSU’s proposal, 
professors’ pay would be based on 
enrollment in the summer. If a class 
has less. than 20 students, the teacher 
would take a 5 percent pay reduction

Faculty vote on ‘rolling’ strike

Because their contract negotia- 
tions with the Cal State University 
fell apart, the California Faculty As- 


sociation started voting Monday to 
authorize a rolling faculty strike on 
the 23 CSU campuses. 

The strike would shut down class- 
rooms for two days on every CSU 
campus, but the campuses would 
strike on different dates, according to 
CFA President Lilian Taiz. 

“T actually wouldn’t like to strike, 
Cal State Long Beach English profes- 
sor Neil Hultgren said. “I would like 
everything to be settled without a 
strike ... but we are showing prepara- 
tion if it is necessary.” 

The voting took place at each CSU

campus and will continue until Fri- 
day, April 27. CFA set up a voting 
booth for CSULB faculty inside the 
University Student Union. | 

CFA and CSU have been in con- 
tract negotiations for more than 18 
months. 

“It’s been grueling, and it’s been 
demoralizing,” Taiz said. “[CSU] put 
something on the table, and we said 
to the mediator we don’t understand 
some parts of it.”

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San Jose State ends local 
admission guarantee | 


The University joins 
CSULB in changing 
admission guidelines.

San Jose State University joined Cal 
State Long Beach announcing plans to 
raise admission requirements for local 
students starting in fall 2013. 

Both campuses expect statewide 
administrators to approve their re- 
spective plans to toughen admissions 
guidelines for local students sometime 
this week. : 

If SJSU’s plan is approved, it will 
shift to a local-area preference, rather 
than a guaranteed admission. The 
proposal increases the GPA require- 
ment above the Cal State University 
minimum of a 2.0, but for applicants 
outside of the local area, the require- 
ment will be higher, according to The 
Spartan Daily. 

CSULB, meanwhile, would adjust 
the minimum course requirements for 
local student admission and change the 
definition of a local student, but keep 
their GPA-based guarantee in place. 

“We want [students] to know what 
their expectations are to transfer,” said 
Donald Para, provost and senior vice 
president for academic affairs. 

CSULB will follow through with 
its Long Beach Promise, an initiative 


signed in March 2008 that guarantees 
admission for Long Beach Unified 
School District high school students 
and Long Beach City College students 
who meet minimum CSU and CSULB 
admission requirements in non-im- 
pacted programs, according to long- 
beachpromise.org. 

The other main change in the pro- 
posal would use a student’s high 
school, rather than junior college, to 
determine whether they are local. 

Currently, a student who transfers 
from LBCC, Orange Coast College, 
Coastline Community College or 
Golden West College is considered lo- 
cal. 

“Tn the plan, it’s about where a stu- 
dent graduates from high school,” Para 
said. “It will change the definition for 
community colleges. LBCC will be the 
only local community college [still eli- 
gible] but the students’ high school of 
origin is going to be what determines 
[eligibility].” : 

Though SJSU will end its local 
guarantee, it will still give preference 
to locals. As it stands, Cal Poly San 
Luis Obispo is the only CSU campus 
that does not have some form of a local 
guarantee or preference in place, ac- 
cording to Para. ; 

In fall 2011, CSULB received 5,266 
local freshmen applications and 79 
percent were offered admission, while 
52 percent of 2,432 local transfer appli- 
cations were offered admission. With 
the number of applicants increasing, 
administrators said it was necessary to 
increase competition accordingly.

The stress of filing taxes is over, at 
least for those who managed to turn 
their forms in on time. 

Regardless of the extended deadline, 
some students, like sophomore biology 
major Tyler Rivera, struggle to find 
time. 

“T have my forms and stuff, but I 
ended up procrastinating and never just 
sat down and got it over with,” Rivera 
said. “It’s just one of the last things on 


my mind at the moment, with registra- 
tion and finals coming up.” 

Junior chemistry major Amanda 
Campos said she hasn’t filed her taxes 
either, but she plans to submit an appli- 
cation for an extension. 

“My mom always told me that filing 
taxes is one of the most stressful things 
to do, and honestly, I totally understand 
what she’s saying now,” Campos said. 

Some students remembered to plan 
ahead. Sophomore art history major 
Monica Tang said she filed her taxes 
earlier last month and is completely fo- 
cused on schoolwork. 

“I knew that if I didn’t do it as soon 
as I was able to get everything, then I 
would be stressing out just before the 
due date,” Tang said. “It happened a 
few times in the past.” 

Sophomore English major Alyssa 


Meir said she also learned her lesson in 
previous years. 

“T procrastinate a lot during school, 
but getting all that stuff done with taxes 
is an entirely different thing,’ Meir 
said. “Last year, I was stressing out 
over taxes and school, and I figured that 
I should get my taxes done while the 
workload was light.” 

For those who haven’t delivered the 
mail yet and don’t plan to use e-filing, 
post offices countrywide will not have 
extended business hours during Tax 
Day, which is today. 

Brian Graham, a junior econom- 
ics major, said he’s willing to take the 
chance. 

“T plan on rushing over [to the post 
office] tomorrow,” he said. “So best of 
luck to me and others who procrasti- 
nated until the very end.” 
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student. However, a teacher would not 
be paid less than 65 percent of their 
regular salary, according to Michael 
Uhlenkamp, a spokesman for the CSU. 

CSULB does not offer traditional 
students Extended Education courses 
in the fall and spring semesters. Con- 
tinuing education is offered for winter, 
May and summer session. 

In 2010, campuses were given the 
option to move summer courses over to 
Extended Education. 

There is no government aid provid- 
ed to students to pay for the Extended 
Education courses, and these courses 


are offered at a higher price when com- 
pared to regular courses. 

The price for credit courses ranges 
from $100 to $350 per unit, while no cred- 
it courses range from $25 to $1,500 per 
unit in an upper end 30-hour certificate 
program. The price per semester at Cal 
State Long Beach is $2,985 for an under- 
grad student taking seven units or more. 

According to Sheila Thomas, state 
university dean of Extended Education, 
there are no plans at this time to use 
Extended Education to offer bottleneck 
and remedial courses. 

“We offer very few classes during 
the regular school year,” Thomas said. 
“We’re reviewing all our Extended Ed- 
ucation policies, but there are no dra- 


matic plans to change anything.” 

There’s been an added interest in the 
Extended Education program because 
of budget cuts and reduced class offer- 
ings, according to Uhlenkamp 

“Because of budget cuts, there has 
been a move to shift summer offerings 
over to the Extended Education pro- 
gram,” Uhlenkamp said. “Right now, 
the amount of class offerings is limited 
because of the budget.” 

He also said the CSU is looking at 
where else Extended Education could 
be applied, but nothing is set in stone. 

“We're looking at the possibilities 
and what’s feasible,“* Uhlenkamp said. 
“We're not really proposing a two- 
tiered system. 
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third party — the mediator — at- 
tempted to help CSU and CFA come 
to an agreement. 

However, when CFA asked to 
speak directly with CSU, and CSU 
refused, the mediator pushed negotia- 
tions to the next step of fact-finding, 
according to Taiz. 

Fact-finding is the last stage of the 
negotiation process. If the two groups 
still do not come to an agreement 
through this step, CFA would have 
the ability to call a strike. 

“The chancellor doesn’t think 
we will strike,’ Deborah Hamm, a 
CSULB teacher education professor, 
said. “It seems the only way to get his 
attention is public pressure.” 

The strike vote is one of many pub- 
lic events taking place this week on 
college.campuses across the country 
as part of the Campaign for the Future 
of Higher Education (CFHE). 

A project supported by 59 local and 
national organizations, the campaign 
“injects the faculty voice into the na- 
tional discussion over our country’s 
higher education policies — a discus- 
sion that has been dominated by ex- 
ecutives and consultants,” according 
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to a press release from the campaign. 

“It started because of a lot of huge 
things going on aeross the country,” 
CFA Communications Director Alice 
Sunshine said. 

Sunshine said many universities in 
other states are facing the same issues 
as the CSU, such as a trend of cutting 
enrollment and student fee hikes. 

The campaign works on the basis 
of seven principles, such as making 
higher education more affordable for 
students and maintaining broad and 
diverse curriculum in public univer- 
sities. 

“We don’t want to just complain 
about things,” Sunshine said. “We 
want to.offer a change.” 

CFA’s strike vote kicked off the 
week of public events that CFHE 


_will be hosting across the country. 


Other events include a protest march 
in Minnesota and a petition drive in 
New York. 

Taiz said the date of the strike re- 
mains unclear, but it would most like- 
ly take place this fall. 

“It’s a small sacrifice that would 
create much good,” Hultgren said. “In 
comparison, it wouldn’t damage the 
students as much as the chancellor’s 
proposals.” 

“We think it’s a teachable mo- 
ment,” Taiz said.

‘Bully documentary an insightful look at the problem 


The film addresses 
the issue of bullying 
in schools and the 
troubles that arise 
because of it.

Kids are being talked about behind 
their backs. They are punched, choked 
and stabbed on school buses and the 
playground. There is an epidemic of 
bullying in schools, but officials and 
some parents are calling it harmless 
fun: However, that is not the case. 

Directed by Lee Hirsch, “Bully” is a 
documentary that follows kids through- 
out America as they struggle to endure 
their bullies. The documentary sheds 
light on how little attention the subject 
of bullying is given in schools. 

The documentary has had its share 
of controversies even before being re- 
leased. The Motion Picture Association 
of America (MPAA) slapped “Bully” 
with an R-rating because of the many 


uses of profanity. 

The Weinstein Company, the distrib- 
utor of the film, and other critics came 
out in protest of this rating and argued 
that if children can see an abundance 
of violence in movies like “The Hun- 
ger Games” at a PG-13 rating, then this 
movie deserves the same rating for its 
various use of profanity. 

The MPAA changed its mind and de- 
cided to change the rating to PG-13 on 
April 6, and was 


finally released 
nationwide on 
April 13.

Theatrefest celebrates theatre, arts

Ignoring the rain, overcast grey skies 
and ominous thunder, hundreds of high 
school students gathered at the Theatre 
Arts building at Cal State Long Beach 
Friday and Saturday for Theatrefest 2012. 

This event is a two-day theatre fes- 
tival and competition that challenges 
high school drama students to rounds of 
competition, while also engaging them 
in interactive games and workshops. 

Theatrefest has been an annual event 
since 1999, It started as an MFA project, 
but the benefits for the high school stu- 
dents, involved, as well as the Theatre 
Arts department, were too abundant to 
ignore. Since then, the event has evolved 
into a huge convention of Los Angeles 
and Orange County high schools. 

“It’s really big. This year we have 
a smaller group than we’ve had in the 
past,” said Mira Greene, festival coor- 
dinator. “But that’s still 23 schools and 
almost 600 students. In the past, we’ve 


had 30 schools and 800 students.” 

The theme for this year’s event was 
a Stanislavski quote, “Love the art in 
yourself, not yourself in the art.” 

“We liked the idea because Theatrefest 
is intended to be a celebration of all the 
aspects of theatre and the art involved in 
that. We thought that had a nice resonance 
to the goals of Theatrefest,” Greene said. 

The competition offered the high school 
students a wide variety of categories that 
included comedic and dramatic scenes; 
monologues, musical theatre; costume and 
scenic designs; and improvisation. 

“We really try to provide a variety of 
ways for them to display their skills and 
the projects they work hard on all year,” 
Greene said. 

There are many other benefits in- 
cluded in the Theatrefest for the high 
school competitors. 

“Tt’s an opportunity for the high school 
students to interact with other, students 
from other schools and build some con- 
nections,” Greene said. “[It’s exciting] 
knowing that there are so many other peo- 
ple who like what you like and get excited 
about the same things that are really fun.” 

Throughout the event, high school

throughout each of their stories as the 

audience catches glimpses of their lives 

with their family and at school, whether 
it’s happy or sad. 

Moviegoers will definitely moan and 

groan at the sight of school administra- 


tors who are frustratingly naive. They 
believe that they can use their power 
to scare children and stop their bad be- 
havior. 

In one scene, Kim Lockwood, as- 
sistant principal of from Alex’s school, 
forces two children to shake hand. 
While the bully reaches out his hand, 
the other student walks away. Lock- 
wood criticizes that student by saying 
that he is being rude by not accepting 
the apology. The student immediately 
retorts back by saying that the bully is 
just faking it and he will torment him 
again later on. 

“Bully” only shows glimpses of what 
a lot of children in America go through 
each day, and there is no resolution in 
sight. 

Popular culture says that once you 
overcome your bully, your life will 
drastically get better — you will in- 
stantly become popular and have the 
boyfriend or girlfriend of your dreams. 

However, in real life, it is hard to 
fight back against people who are big- 
ger than you. It is hard when it looks 


like adults do nothing to save you. 


“Bully” hopes to address those is- 
sues and solve the bullying problem be- 
fore another life is taken because of it.

Stuart pushing 
through setbacks 


The senior is pitching 
well since returning 
from injury.

Since returning from injury, Long 
Beach State senior starting pitcher 
Shawn Stuart has helped anchor a Dirt- 
bags pitching staff that has propelled a 
surging LBSU squad into a first-place 
tie atop the Big West Conference with 
Cal State Fullerton. 

In his last three starts, Stuart has 
pitched 23 innings of three-run base- 
ball to go along with 22 strikeouts in 
starts against Cal Poly, UC Riverside 
and UC Santa Barbara. 

On April 1, Stuart threw his: first 
complete game shutout of his LBSU ca- 
reer, striking out nine Mustangs while 
surrendering only one hit. 

The performance earned Stuart his 
second Big West Conference Pitcher of 
the Week award of his LBSU career, as 
well as a series victory over the Mus- 
tangs. 

Stuart’s recent strong outings have 
been garnering a lot of attention from 
some major players in the baseball 
world. 

“Long Beach State starting pitcher 
Shawn Stuart [struck out nine] in a 


[complete game] shutout of Cal Poly ina 
4-0 win, taking series,” Perfect Game’s 
Kendall Rogers said on his twitter ac- 
count. “Bad series loss for [Cal Poly].” 

He has continued to show that the ef- 
fort was no April fool’s joke with simi- 
lar performances at Riverside, and at 
home against UCSB on Sunday. 

The six-foot-three-inch Dirtbags 
pitcher struck out six Highlanders and 
gave up only two runs over seven in- 
nings. He then threw seven innings of 
four-hit, one-run baseball to secure 
a series sweep of the Gauchos, all the 
while improving his record to 4-0 on 
the season. 

' The senior now has a microscopic 
2.06 ERA with 44 strikeouts in 52 1/3 
innings pitched. 

“We needed a good start in confer- 
ence so it was good to help the team 
[these past two weeks],” Stuart said. “I 
was just effectively wild.” 

Going into the 2012 season, LBSU 
head coach Troy Buckley looked to Stu- 
art to replace Andrew Gagnon, a 2011 
Milwaukee Brewers third-round draft 
pick, as the Friday night starter for the 
Dirtbags. 

Seven starts into the season, Stuart 
has answered the call as the right-hand- 
er has helped carry LBSU to a 16-17 re- 
cord, including a 7-2 mark in Big West 
play. 

Overall, Stuart is second out of the 
three Dirtbags weekend starting pitch- 
ers in Innings Pitched, but is only 2 1/3 
innings less than leader Matt Anderson 
even with one less start.

Considering Anderson, Stuart and 
third starter Ryan Strufing all have 
ERA’s below 2.80, the Dirtbags boast 
the best starting rotation in the Big 
West. : : 

“The best part about being apart of 
the [starting rotation] is that we push 
each other,” Stuart said. “We want to 
do better than the other in a good way.” 

He added: “Anderson has gone really 
far into games and [Strufing] has grown 
a lot since last year. It’s just really cool 
to be apart of something like that.” 

The injury that cost Stuart a start 


against Wichita State was’reported to 
be lingering leg tenderness by a Long 
Beach Athletic Department press re- 
lease. Luckily for Stuart and the Dirt= 
bags the injury was unrelated to his arm 
troubles of 2011, but has pushed him 
back to the third starter behind Ander- 
son and Ryan Strufing. 

“Mentally [it was] frustrating be- 
cause you want to be out there playing,” 
Stuart said. : 

Beginning 2011 Stuart .was tabbed 
as the Dirtbags closer before earning a 
weekend rotation spot midseason. 


The Merced College-transfer earned 
two saves in five appearances out of the 
bullpen before starting 13 games for the 
2011 LBSU squad. 

Unfortunately for the Dirtbags, the 
bigger workload took a toll on Stuart’s 
elbow before the Turlock-native fin- 
ished the 2011 season with 70 strikeouts 
in 74 Innings Pitched and a 3.16 ERA. 

With the Dirtbags now tied for first 
place in the Big West with the Titans, 
and Stuart hitting his stride, they now 
have a go-to starter to help them return 
to conference supremacy. 
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
